To a certaln extent the lssue of this volume
188 been auticipated by the coplons extracts from
the documents published ino the newspapers towards
the cloge of fEthe last your; but It {8 ouly uvow, when
we have the whole correspodencs before us, that we
can form & proper conception of the events to which
they refer, having régard to thelr natural sequence,
They throw a strong—and, In some Instaunces, a
pew-light upon the history of the period to which
they relate. Foripstance, we find that the war be.
tween Prussiaand France was clearly foreseen years
ago. Genersl Ducrot, writing from Strasburg to
General Trochu so far back as December, 1546,

IOTTERY THE WORST POLICY.

The “Cosoperative Merchants and Manu-
facturers” Broken om the Wheel of For-
fune,

A promising schemo to its projectors was the
‘‘Merchants' and Manufacturers’ Co-operative
distribution of §250,000," as it was expressed
npon their bills, They bhired a large hall at No,
506 Broadway, and tkers displayed in most
tempting array the prizes, 1000 in pumber, con-
elating of a caplial prige of #26,000 in ensh, and
diamonds, watches, siverware, pianos, and sach
things ad infinitum.

The purchaser of a ticket for §1 was entitled
to admission to a grand concert at Steinway
Hall and to a ehance in the lottery, by which he
; might obtaln auy of the articlea enumerated —
aud then ngain he mightn't. Toe tckets, it was
stated, were limited to 300,000, Immediately on
purchasing one you could proceed to the base-
ment and draw from the wheel for vourself.

B Capt. Walsh, of the Fourtsenth precinet, visitad

No. 690 Brondway and purchased a ticket. He

then went down stairs inlo the basement where

the *'prizes” were being drawn, The ‘lucky
wheel” was a eylinder abont fifieen feet loong by
two feet in dinmeter, and turned by s crank.

Five holes enabled the operntors to draw the

tickets, which were simple pieces of light-brown

card, aboul one inch equare. One of the opera-
tors drew for the Captain and obitained a blank.

Captain Walsh then stood for a short time and

saw thirty-nine others drawn from the wheel,

all proving to be blanks,

Meanwhile the clerks above were selling
tickets very rapidly, and it is sapposed tha)
10,000 worth han been sold In two days. Cap-
tain Walsh then thought the affair was not being
conducted falrly, and, calling in his oflicers, he
glopped the drawing aud placed his men in
charge of the wheel.

The police then took possession of the esta-
bliehment and its contents, and proceeded to
empty the “‘lucky wheel,” from the inside of
which they took three flour-barrels full of
tickets, all blanks.

Among the arrangements made by the opera-
tors for working this little scheme was the
placing of two men by the barrier by which the
drawers of the blanks took their departare, and
when the unlocky ones passed by they would
offer to sell them fresh tickets for #1 each, to
““try their Inck again.” Some puorchnsed fresh
tickets, and, passing by the foot of the stuirs,
went again in front of the lucky wheel only to
draw again other blanks.

The etores in which the lottery wnas being
drawn were fitted up with a number of tempt-
ing articles, all of which were to have been
drawn as prizes; but as the tickets in the wheel
proved to be all blanks, there is doubt bat that
the prizes would never have been drawn.—.V,
Y. Tinies.

FIRE IN COLUMBIA, PA.

Severe Loss of Property.
The Lancaster Intelligencer of last evening

etween eight and nine o'clock this morning
flames were discovered lssuing from the rear
of alarge barn on the milk-farm of Joshua
Sourbeer, about one mile from the centre of
Columbia, and the men being away from home,
before the bullding could be reached, it was all in
njblage.

Detalls of the Defent of Cabral by Baen.

Havaxa, April b —A severe battle was fought
pear Azea, 8t Domingo, on the Teh of March, be-
tween the forees of Cabral and Valentin Baez, The
opposing  armies consisted of  aboat ten
genernla and four  hundred troops on
cuoh slde, General 1 {mothy Organad marched from
the line of Neyba and sttacked the force of Baes,
driving them before him, but Cabral failling to act in
concert, the movemaent proved a fallure,

 he ometal report of Gieneral Baez to the Minlg-
ter of War, in which he claims a complete victory.
states that Cabral's Infantry fled to the woods, aay
were followed by the Dominlean Grenerals Wen-
creing, Figoeras, Jose Jiminez Bejo, and Locay
Jiminer, with gome oMeers of the stafl, 1o the river
sde, Labral abandoned all his provisions and a bag
con'a'ning five thonsand dollars in Haytien cur-
rency.

He had many wounded, bat left only two dead on
Haytien and the other a
nephew of Marcns Adan.  Two prisoners and fifteen
horecs were captured, one a native of Haytl. Among
the ten genernis composing Cabral’s foreed, three—
named Camotten, Antoine Colas, and Boube—are
ITaytien.

General Luperon wes defeated on the 17Tth
Mareh at a place called Partido,in the jurlsdiotionof
Snyaneta, any Haytiens and Domiolcans were
killede—among them Bevero Gomex, who has thos
fallen a vietim to Luperons ambi-
tloue achiemes., Among the prisonsrs
captured woere the rebel Coloneis
Audres Lozaro and Sylvester Uabrera.

Wasminarow, April 5, 1871,

Sin: The Commissioners appointed purtuant (o
the resolution of Cougress, approved January 12,
1871, to Inquire into the condition of the Dominican
Republic, have the honor to submit the following
report, anewering in A summary way the snoces-
sive Inquiries propounded In the resclution, refer-
rhn? to the accompanying testimony and documents
and to the series of clentitic reports for more full
information and specinl snbject of inquiry., The
regolution 1# ag follows:

Kesolved, by the Senate and Houss of Represen=
tatives of the United States of Amerloa, in Con-

ress assembled, that the Prerident of the United

tate# be nuthorized to appoint three Commission-
ers, and also a secretary, the latter to be versed in
the English and Spanish languages, to procead to
the island of San Domingo and such other places,
if any, assuch Commissioners may deem nocessary,
and there to inquire Into, ascertain and report the
wolitioal state amd econdition of the Republie of

yominica, the probable number of inhabltants, and
the desire and dispesition of the sald Republic to
become annexed to and form part of the people of
the United States, the physical, mental and moral
condition of the said people, and their general con=
dition as to materinl weslth and industrial capasity,
the resources of the country, its mineral and mi'-
cultural produets, produets of 118 waters and forests,
genernl charactér of roil, extent and proportion
thereot capable of cultivation, climate, health of
the conutry, it bays, harbors and rivers, ita gene-
ral meleuroiuglml charncter, and the existence and
frequency of remarkable meteoric phenomena, the
debt of the government and its obligations, whether
funded and gsgertnined and admitted, or unadjusted
and under disoussion; troaties or engagements with
other Powers; extent of boundaries and territory,
what proportion 18 covered by foreign claimanta or
by grants or concessions, Aand geunerally what con-
cesrions or franchises have been made or granted,
with the names of the respective granteecs; the
terms and conditions on which the Dominlcan gov=
ernment may desire to be annexed to and become

art of the United States as one of the territories

hereof, and such other information with respect to
the enid government or its territorios as to said
Commissloners shall seem desirable or important
with reference to the future incorporation of sal
Dominican Republic into the United States as one
of its territories.

Sectlon 2. And be it further resolved, That the
sald Commiesiopers ehall serve withont compensa-
tion, except the paymen® of expenses; and the com-

epeation of the eecretary shall be determined

by the Secretary of State, with the approval of the
Prealdent. Provided, that nothing in these resolu-
tions coptained shall be held, understood or con~
etrued ns committing Congress to the polioy of an-
nexing the territory of sald Republic of Dominica.

In accordance wilh sald resolution, the Commis~
glonere proceeded to the island of Santo Domingo
leaving New York on the 17th and arriving at
Samann Bay on the 24th of January, 1871, and

forthwith began thelr inquirles. They were alded
in thelr researches by acorps of solentilloc observers.
They traversed the Dominiean Republic from
end to end, In several directions, either by
their agents or In person—one of the Commis-
sloners croseing it from the south to the morth
and another from the east to the west. They
spent several weeks at the capital, in dall
conference with the president and chiof officers o
the government, in examining the official records,
and a8 at all other places, in constant intercourse
with the people, and taking testimony of wit-
nesges. They visited the vie nity of the western
border country, where it was reported that there
were disturbances, and remained & week at tha
capital of the wueighboring Republic of Hayti,
whers some supplementary investigations were
wade. They were detalned a few days by the ne-
ceesity of conling the ship at Kingston, 5"!110!,
where some opporiunity was aflorded to examine
the questions of white labor, mansgement of ag-
riculture, and general administration in the West
Indies, and the progress free colored men were
making, Returning to the United States b{l wa
of Key West, they landed at Charleston on Mar
20, having been absent seventy days,

The present government of the Dominican Re-
public is in theéory a constitutional republic, Ac-
cording to its counstitution the government I8 di-
vided into three branches—the executive, legisla~
tive aud judicinl, The first conslsts of a president
and vice president, elected by an electoral college
for & term of six years, with a difterence of three
years in the time of their election. Both the pregl-
dent and vice president are Ineligible to the preei-
dency during the following term. The President
appoints & conneil of state, conslsting of a minister
ot publie lpstruction, of the Interior, police, agri-
u.ul}mns. of public works anid commerce, and of war
and marine,. On oue of these four ministers the
dutloe of the minlster of forelgn relations devolve
at the will of the President..

The legislative branch of the government consists
of a Senate, “*Senndo Consultor,” elected by the
primary assemblies, aod has two members for the
city of SBanto Domingoe, two for Santiago and one
for ench of Lthe other provinces and distriots—nine
members in all, These bold eftice six years and
wauy be re-elected,

Each provinee and district Lasa governor, and
each perish and military post Lias a commandant
nomirsted by the exeoutive, and responsible to
him. The townsaregoverned by “ayuntamientos,’
or counoils, elected l?f the primary assemblies for
three yearé., The judiclary consists of a supreme
court, whoto seat [ ut tho capital, with & president,
four ministers, and an attorney general, who are
chosen by the Senate from vominations made by
the electoral college, and who hold office for Ave
yeare. Iu every province and distiiet there ls a
court of first instance, extending in the respeotive
capitals, comislmT of & judge, prosscutor and at-
torney general, all nominated by the executive, and
Lolding office for five years.

It was found that this court hiad, in many parts
ol the Republie, fullen into disuse. Finally, each
town and commune or parish Las an alealde, ap-
pointed Ly the Execcutive, holding office at h
plensure, and correspondivg to our justics of the
peace. Iu this latter case the practice is certainly
far better than the theory, Ib all parts of the
Republic It was found that the aloalde held oftice
virtuslly doring good beliuvior, nud not one wad
found whose charsoter did not inspire respect.

sing every function of legitimate government, with
(ienersl Huenaventurs Buez as the Oblef Maglitrate
b the full and pesceable posseasion of Al parta of
the republic, except on the Haytien border, which
9 digturbed Ly lusorrcotionary lesdaers, alded by
